The  Brooklyn  and  Brighton  Beach  Railroad  Company  was  organized  und«»r  chapter  430  of  the 
Laws  of  1874.  and  the  act  amending  the  same,  known  as  chapter  446  of  the  Laws  of  1876,  relating 
to  the  reorganization  of  railroads  sold  under  mortgage,  and  their  certificate  of  incorporatioa 
was  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  Septeml>er  2.  1887. 

On  the  26th  day  of  October,  1887,  th**  said  Brooklyn  and  Brighton  Beach  Railroad  Company 
received  a  deed  of  the  property  and  franchise  of  the  Brooklyn,  Flatbush  and  Coney  Island 
Railway  Company,  purcuased  by  said  Brcxiklyn  and  Brifrhton  Beach  Railroad  Company,  under 
a  plan  or  agreement  of  reorganization  made  May  12.  1887,  between  committees  representing 
owners  and  holders  of  the  first  and  second  mortgage  bonds  of  said  Brooklyn,  Flatbush  ana 
Coney  Island  Railway  Company.  —  -  4 

At  the  time  of  the  delivery  of  said  deed,  the  railroad  and  d»-pot  property  were  verv  much  in 
need  of  repair,  and  their  depot  at  Coney  Island,  in  the  Brighton  Beach  Hotel,  and  the  hotel 
itself,  in  danger  of  destruction  by  the  encroachments  of  the  ocean.  ih«»  Brooklyn  and 
Brisrhton  Beach  Railroad  Company  immediatelv  commenced  operations  to  move  the  depot 
buildings  and  hotel  back  to  a  place  of  safety,  some  six  hundred  feet  from  the  ocean.  'Hie 
moving  was  successfully  accomplished,  the  large  building  having  been  moved  in  one  piece  on 
cars  and  railroad  tracks,  a  new  depot  constructed,  all  buildings  thoroughly  repaired,  tne  depot 
grounds  at  the  ocean  filled  in  and  regraded,  the  railroad  from  Atlantic  avenue,  Brooklyn,  to  the 
ocean  put  in  thorousrh  order,  and  the  equipment  and  rolling  stock  all  renovated. 

The  railroad  is  a  double  track  i^ilroad,  running  from  Atlantic  avenue,  near  Franklin  avenue, 
in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  to  the  Atlantic  ocean,  seven  and  one  half  miles  in  length.

This  road  was  completed  and  ready  for  operation,  beginning  to  run  trains,  In  the  autumn 
of  1686. 

It  Is  auth<Mrized  to  operate,  in  connection  with  its  steam  railway,  a  ferry,  equipped  with  boats 
propelled  by  steam  power,  from  its  ridlway  terminus  at  Canarsie  Landing,  on  Jamaica  Bay* 
L.  L,  to  Rockaway  Beach,  on  the  southern  shore  of  Jamaica  Bay.  This  ferry  is  operated  during 
the  sammer  months  only,  and  has  been  so  operated  since  166  . 

Special  privlllges  and  franchises  were  granted  to  this  company  by  the  Legislature  of  this 
State,  by  chapter  172  of  Laws  of  1864,  passed  AprU  12,  1864;  by  chapter  366  of  Laws  of  1866, 
passed  April  4,  1866;  by  ch^ter  750  of  Laws  of  1871,  passed  April  26. 1871. 
The  compajiy  has  a  costly  terminus  at  Canarsie  Landing,  on  Jamaica  Bay,  Kings  county,  N.  Y.. 
»  same  having  been  constructed  by  filling  in  the  dock  in  the  bay  with  earth,  at  large  cost,  and 
■sree  horel  erected  thereon  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $50,000;  alio  other  buildings,  fixtures,  etc.,  at 
Bslderable  expense.  In  addition  to  this  the  company  has  dredged  out  a  steamboat  channel 
the  shallows  of  Jamaica  Bay,  for  a  mile  in  length,  and  maintains  the  same  as  an  outlet  to 
v%able  waters.  The  cost  of  all  these  permamf  nt  improvements  is  covered  by  cash  realized 
Mn  sale  eft  its  stock  at  |>ar,  its  mortgage  oonds  and  net  eaming^s  of  business  applied  from  time 
time  in  place  of  making  dividends.

Tlie  CatakOl  Mountain  Railroad  Ck>miMui7  was  incorporated  under  the  act  of  April  2, 1880,  and 
acts  amendatory  th'^reto,  and  under  and  pursuant  to  laws  of  1871,  chapter  600,  section  6. 

On  February  11, 1886,  Frederick  Hill,  trustee  of  the  first  morteage  of  said  CataUIl  Mountain 
Railroad  Company,  began  proceedings  for  foreclosure,  and  hv  the  conditions  of  the  mortcage 
took  possession  of  the  road  and  other  property  March  18. 1886.  Judgment  and  decree  of  fore- 
closure and  sale  of  the  property  and  franchise  was  rendered  and  entered  on  March  16,  1886. 
The  sale  took  place  June  16, 1886.  The  property  and  franchise  were  purchased  by  Alfred  Van 
Bantvoord,  Isaac  Pruyn,  Charles  L.  Beach,  John  T.  Mann  and  John  H.  BacleT.  Jr.,  the  pnr^ 
chasing  committee  or  trustees,  under  an  express  trust  created  and  oontrofled  by  a  plan  and 
agreement  entered  into  May  18, 1886,  by  and  between  themselTes  and  certain  first  mortgage 
bondholders  of  said  Catskill  Mountain  Kallroad  Company.  The  said  puxxdiaaers  associated  wtQi 
themselves  thefoUowlng  named  patens :  Orrln  Da^,  Frederick  Hill,  Chaiies  A.  Beach,  Jacob  L 
Werner,  George  H.  Beach.  George  M.  Snyder.  Charles  T.  Van  Santroord  and  Charlea  L. 
Rickerson,  as  directors,  and  became  a  body  politic  and  corporate  July  1,  1886,  under  the  name 
of  the  Catskill  Mountain  Railway  Company,  in  conformity  with  the  proTisions  of  an  act  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York  entitled  "  An  act  to  facilitate  the  reorganization  of 
railroads  sold  under  mortgage,  and  proTidinK  tor  the  formation  of  new  companies  in  soch 
cases,''  pamed  May  11, 1874,  and  the  act  amending  the  same,  passed  June  2, 1876. 

The  plan  of  reorganisation  provided  for  the  issue  of  f89,u00  of  capital  stock,  limited  to  one 
vote  on  each  ten  shares  of  f  100  each,  to  be  exchanged  for  the  same  amount  of  capital  stock  of 
the  former  company.  Also  $IM8,000  first  income  bonds,  entitled  to  one  vote  on  each  f  100.  to  be 
exchanged  for  the  first  mortgaged  bonds  of  the  former  company  to  the  extent  of  $800,000,  and 
the  remaining  $88,000  to  be  used  in  payment  of  certain  preferred  debts  of  the  former  company. 
Also  $16,000  second  income  bonds  without  voting  power,  to  be  used  in  settlement  of  oertam 
other  mdebtednesB  of  the  former  company. 

The  above  ''first  income''  bonds  and  ^'second  income"  bonds  are  entitled  to  such  rate  of 
interest  only,  up  to  6  per  cent,  as  the  earnings  of  the  company  may  warrant,  after  the  paynoent 
of  operating  expenfee,  repairs  and  improvements  and  Interest,  at  Uie  rate  of  6  per  cent  on 
$60,000  first  mortgage  bonds. 

The  $60,000  first  mortgage  bonds  to  be  iesued  for  the  payment  of  unpaid  coupons  of  the 
first  mortgage  bonds  of  the  former  company,  taxes  of  the  former  company  and  neoessaiy 
improvements.    None  of  the  above  bonds  issued  September  SO,  1886. 

Under  date  of  July  2, 1886,  the  Catskill  Mountain  Railroad  Company  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  the  Cairo  Railroad  Company  for  the  use  of  the  Cairo  railroao,  a  branch  road,  tiiree  aaiA 
three-fourths  miles  long,  and  one  locomotive,  for  one  year  from  date,  at  a  rental  of  0  per  osnft 
on  the  cost  of  the  property  leased  ;  said  rental,  however,  not  to  exceed  $2,700,  the  lessee  to  pay 
taxes,  etc.

The  first  steps  to  bufld  this  road  were  taken  in  April,  1888.  On  the  80th  day  of  April  this 
eompany  was  organized  under  the  Railroad  Act  of  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  road 
fRNn  the  Hemlocks,  in  the  town  of  Oneonta,  to  the  town  of  Davenport,  a  distance  of  aoout  one 
and  one-half  OK)  miles.  On  the  80th  day  of  April,  1888,  this  company  entered  into  a  contract  with 
Uie  Oooperstown  and  Susquehanna  Valley  Railroad  Oompany  whereby  it  leased  the  C.  and  S.  V. 
0>^  road  for  ninety-nine  (00)  years,  since  which  time  this  company  has  operated  the  said  road 
under  that  and  modified  leases. 

Fsbma^  96, 1801.  the  West  Davenport  Railroad  Oompany  was  organized  under  the  Oeneral 
asUroad  Laws  of  txiis  State  to  construct  a  road  from  west  Davenport  to  Davenport  Oenter,  a 
dtataaoe  of  about  three  QK)  mUea. 

On  the  18tli  day  of  April,  1801,  the  Oooperstown  and  Ohariotte  Valley  Railroad  Oompany  was 
eoBsoUdated  with  the  West  Davenport  Oompany,  forming  a  new  company  by  the  name  of  the 
Omperstown  and  Ohariotte  Valley  Railroad  Oompany,  and  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  18Q1,  took 
a  lease  of  the  0.  and  S.  V.  R.  R  Oo.  for  the  term  of  ninety-nine  (Oj)  years,  under  which  the 
litter  road  is  now  being  operated.

The  Dansville  and  Mount  Morris  Railroad  Company  was  incorporated  October  81, 1801,  as  sac- 
cessor  to  the  Erie  and  Genesee  Valley  Railroad  Company  (chartered  January  4,  19SS)  under 
chapter  664.  Laws  of  1800,  known  as  the  Stock  Corporauon  Law,  pursuant  to  a  plan  of  reorginl- 
zatlon  which  is  set  out  fully  and  at  length  in  the  certificate  of  inoorporation,&ed  October  SI, 
1801,  as  aforesaid.  The  rafiroad  was  formerly  operated  by  the  New  York,  LakeErie  and  Western 
Railroad  C«^»mpany,  which  surrendered  possession  on  October  28,  IPOl.  The  railroad  was  not 
operated  for  a  period  of  about  six  weeks  thereafter,  the  new  company  haying  no  facilities  for 
that  purpose. 

During  that  time  the  necessary  rolling  stock  was  acquired  and  a  connection  was  noade  with 
the  Western  New  York  and  Pennqylvtuiia  Railroad  Company  by  constructing  a  sh<xt  line. 
Operations  were  b^nm  about  December  1, 1801,  and  hare  beoi  continued  ever  since. 

lliis  report,  thercuTore,  covers  the  results  of  operations  f^m  December  1, 1801,  to  June  SO,  18B.

The  Dunkirk,  Allegheny  Valley  and  Pittsburg  railroad  was  leased  January  8,  1879,  for  501 
years  from  December  1, 187«,  to  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company, 
consideration  being  seven  per  cent  on  $2,900,000  bonds,  and  one  and  one-half  per  cent  on  $1,800.(Xn 
capital  stock.

The  Fitchburg  RaibtMid  was  completed  between  Cambridge  and  Fitchburg  March  fi,  1846; 
in  1848  the  road  was  extended  into  Boston. 

The  Peterborough  and  Shirley  Railroad  was  opened  in  1850,  leased  for  ten  years  and  pur- 
chased in  1660. 

The  Vermont  and  Massachusetts  Railroad  was  leased  January  1, 1874,  for  a  period  of  900 
years,  the  consideration  being  bs  follows: 

Orf^ization  expenses,  $8,^,  payable  quarterly. 

Five  per  cent  on  $1,000,000  bonds,  $50,000,  payable  November  and  December.  • 

Six  per  cent  on  $8,198,000  stock,  $101,580  payable  October  and  April. 

If  this  road  is  surrendered,  the  expenditures  made  by  the  lessee  for  additions  and  betterments 
are  to  be  refunded  to  said  lessee 

The  Boston,  Barre  and  Gardner  RaUruSd  was  taken  possession  of  tmder  a  temporaiy  opera- 
ting contract  March  7, 1886.  It  was  merged  July  1,  1885,  its  stock  being  exchanged  In  the 
proportion  often  (10)  shares  of  the  B.  B.  &  G.  stock  for  one  (1)  share  of  Fitchburg  stock,  and 
its  liabilities  assumed  by  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company.  ' 

The  Ashbumbam  Kauroad  was  purchased  April  28. 1885. 

The  Troy  and  Greenfield  Railroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel  was  consolidated  with  the  Fitchburg 
Railroad  Company  February  1.  1887,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  297  of  the  Act  of  the 
Conunonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  the  year  1885. 

The  Hoosac  Tunnel  Dock  and  Elevator  Company,  an  auxiliary  corporation,  chartered  under 
the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  April  89, 1879,  owning  wharfs,  elevators  and 
warehouses,  and  engaged  In  handling  and  storing  freight,  sold  all  its  reafand  personal  property 
of  eveiy  kind  and  description  to  the  Fitchburg  Kallroad  Company,  April  16, 1887. 

Tbe  Troy  and  Boston  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  of  the  State  of  New  York,  was  con- 
solidated with  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  May  8, 1887,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  ot 
New  York  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  By  this  consolidation  the  following 
leases,  in  force  with  the  Troy  and  Boston  Railroad  Company,  were  assumed:

IdJUWBUKGH,  BTTTCHESS  AND  GONNECTICUT. 

(Date  of  charter,  January  8, 1877.) 


This  company  was  originally  the  Dutchess  and  Columbia  Railroad  Company,  the  articles  of 
association  of  which  were  filed  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  Albany,  N.  Y..  September 
4, 1866,  under  an  act  to  authorize  the  formation  of  railroad  companies  «Dd  to  regulate  the  same, 
passed  April  2, 1850,  and  amendments  thereto. 

Surreys  were  made  in  1867,  construction  commenced  in  1868,  continued  till,  in  1871,  the  whole 
line,  from  Dutchess  Junction,  Dutchess  county,  N.  Y.,  to  the  State  Ihie  between  Connecticut  and 
New  York,  near  Millerton,  Dutchess  county,  wss  completed  and  in  operation.  On  the  6tfa  of 
August,  1876,  a  sale  was  held  under  a  decree  of  foredoeure  of  the  first  mortgage  of  the  Dutchess 
ftnd  Columbia  Railroad  Company,  and  the  property,  franchises,  etc.,  of  that  corporation  were 
sold,  and  on  the  8th  day  of  January,  1877,  a  new  corjMration  was  formed,  under  the  name  of  the 
NewDurgh,  Dutchess  and  Cdbnecticut  Railroad  Company,  which  took  possession  of  the  road, 
property,  etc.,  on  February  1, 1877,  and  since  then  has  operated  the  road,  as  shown  by  itsannoai 
reports. 

In  accordance  with  the  articles  of  association  organizing  the  Newburgh,  Dutcheos  and  Con- 
necticut  Railroad  Company,  dated  and  filed  in  the  Secretaiy  of  State's  office  on  or  about  the  8th 
day  of  January,  1877,  it  was  provided,  amons^  other  things,  that  common  stock  should  be  issusd 
to  the  second  mortgage  bondholders  and  the  fourth  mortgage  bondholders  of  the  Dutchess 
and  Columbia  Railroad  Company,  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  on  the  dollar  thereof. 

Holders  of  the  second  mortgage  bonds  and  f  ourtii  mortgage  bonds  have  surrendered  securities, 
and  there  has  been  Issued  to  them  in  lieu  thereof,  and  for  other  purposes,  common  stock  to  the 
amount  of  $828,000. 

At  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  company,  through  an  error,  an  OTor-issue  of  preferred 
stock  was  made  to  the  coupon  holders  of  the  first  mortgage  bonds  of  the  Dutdiess  and  Colum- 
bia Railroad  Company  to  the  extent  of  $116,860.  Subeoniently  an  agreement  was  entered 
into  between  the  preferred  stockholders  and  the  company,  oy  which  they  surrendered  $197,900 
ofpreferred  stock.  The  difference  between  these  two  amounts,  viz.,  ^S6,000  and  $120,900,  being 
$900,100,  is  carried  to  cost  of  road  and  equipment  accordingly.

'!nie  entire  line,  between  Whitehall  and  Province  line,  near  Mooer's  station,  in  Clinton  county, 
was  opened  for  traffic  on  the  16th  of  November,  1875. 

"Die  branch  between  Fort  Ticonderoga  and  Lake  George  was  built  under  an  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature, passed  on  the  8&th  of  March,  1873,  and  was  opened  in  Hay,  1875. 

The  branch  between  West  Charr  and  Rouse's  Point  was  built  under  the  General  Railroad  Law, 
and  was  opened  in  September.  1876. 

The  New  York  and  Canada  Railroad,  with  its  branches,  was  leased,  upon  its  completion,  to 
the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal  Company,  which  reports  its  operations,  earnings  and

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The  least  of  the  West  Shore  RaUroad  to  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
Ck>mpany  was  ratified  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

The  Syracuse,  Ontario  and  New  York  Railway  Company  was  fomled  by  articles  of  association 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  New  York,  on  the  90th  day  of 
June,  1888 

This  last-named  company  subsequently  acquired  by  agreement  of  purcliase  the  raihxMul  which 
had  been  sold  under  foreclosure,  formerly  belonging  to  the  Syracuse,  Chenango  and  New  York 
.Railroad  Oonipany,  extending  from  the  city  of  Syracuse,  in  Onondago  county,  to  the  Tillage  of 
Earlville,  in  liadison  county. 

irrom  the  1st  day  of  Julv,  1890,  this  ridlroad  was  operated  as  the  Chenango  branch  of  the 
West  Shore  railroad,  and  on  the  tod  day  of  April,  i891,  the  railroad  and  property  of  the 
Syracuse,  Ontario  and  New  York  Railway  Company  was  formally  leased,  for  the  term  of  its 
corporate  existence,  to  the  West  Shore  Railroad  Company.  On  July  8,  1891,  ^e  entire  oaj^tal 
stock  of  the  Syracuse.  Ontario  and  New  York  Railway  Company  was  surrendered  to  Uie  "weat 
Shore  Railroad  Company,  and  the  former  company  was  formally  absorbed  by  the  latter,  under 
anttiority  of  law. 

New  Jersey  Junction  Railroad  Company  was  organized  February  27, 1888,  under  the  Laws  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey.  It  has  completed  a  double-track  railroad  connecting  the  West  tJhore 
railroad  with  the  trunk  lines  terminating  at  and  near  Jersey  City,  extending  from  We^iawken 
to  a  junction  with  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  at  Jersey  Cily— distance,  4.S5  miles— and  a 
branch  to  a  junction  with  same  road  near  Harsimus  Cove  — 0.S4  miles. 

Railroad  and  property  leased,  with  the  consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey, 
to  the  New  Yortc  Central  and  Hudson  |Uver  RaUroad  Company  for  100  years  from  Julv  l,  1886, 
with  a  privilege  of  a  further  term  of  U  0  years,  at  an  annual  rental  of  the  full  amount  of  Interest 
at  four  per  cent  per  annum,  as  it  matures  on  its  outstanding  bonds. 

The  road  was  opened  for  through  business  for  freight  trains  in  May,  1887,  and  for  passenger 
trains  in  June.  1887. 

The  Beech  Cr^ek  Railroad  Company  was  organized  June  89,  1886,  as  the  successor  of  the 
Beech  Creek,  Clearfield  and  Southwestern  Railroad  Comnany,  sold  under  foreclosure  June  4, 
1^.  Beech  Creek,  Clearfield  and  Southwestern  Railroad  Company  was  organised  March  SO, 
1883,  by  change  of  name  from  the  Susquehanna  and  Southwestern  Railroad  Company.  This 
latter  company  was  chartered  August  12,  HS8^^  to  operate  a  line  of  railroad  extending  from 
William8ix>rt,  Pa.,  to  the  southern  line  of  Clearfield  county,  about  100  miles. 

Under  date  of  December  15,  18V0.  the  Beech  Creek  railroad  was  leased  to  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  RaUroad  Company,  for  the  term  of  9t0  years  from  October  1,  1860,  at 
an  annual  rental  of  four  per  cent  per  a*  num  guaranteed  interest  on  first  mortgage  bonds  not 
exceeding  $5,00ii.000,  and  an  annual  guarant«>ed  dividend  of  four  per  cent  on  capital  stock 
amounting  to  $5,0CO,00O  The  lessee  company  also  assumed  ^e  outstanding  assets  and  liabilltieB 
of  the  lessor  company. 

The  Home,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  RaUroad  Company  was  organized  in  1860,  by  the 
consolidation  of  the  Watertown  and  Rome  RaUroad  Compauy,  which  was  chartered  Afnil  17. 
18SS2,  opened  September  18,  18&]«and  the  Potsdam  and  Watertown  RaUroad  Company,  duuierea 
February  'i^^,  1862,  and  opened  Ja  le  1857.  The  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  railroad  has 
added  to  it  by  consolidation  the  following  railroads : 

Lake  Ontario  railroad,  chartered  as  the  Lake  Oatario  Shore  RaUroad  Company  March  17, 
1868,  opened  to  Ontario  in  18^8,  sold  under  foreclosure  September  29,  1874,  reorganized  as  the 
Lake  Ontario  Railroad  Company  and  consolidated  with  the  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg 
RaUroad  Company  January  15, 1875. 

Syracuse  and  Northern  railroad,  chartered  February  25,  1868,  under  the  name  of  Syracuse 
Northern  Railroad  Company,  and  opened  in  1872  Sold  under  foreclosure  in  August,  1875,  and 
reorganized  as  the  Syracuse  and  Northern  Railroad  Company.  Consolidated  with  Rome, 
Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  railroad  December  15,  1876 

Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  Terminal  railroad,  chartered  June  22, 1886.  Into  this  oom- 
pany  were  merged  the  Windsor  Beach  and  Ontario  railroad,  chartered  November  IS.  1887,  and 
the  Rochester  and  Lake  Beach  railroad,  chartered  February  1,  1888.  ConsoUdated  with  Rome, 
Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  raUroad  April  28,  1890. 

Norwood  and  Montreal  raUroad,  chartered  March  1,  18M,  and  consoUdated  August  7, 1889. 

Syracuse,  Phoenix  and  Oswego  raUr<tad,  chartered  March  1,  1886.  This  company  and  the 
p*ulton  and  Oswego  railroad,  chart erod  December  18,  1885.  were  consolidated  under  the  title  of 
the  first-named  company  April  22,  1880.  Consolidated  with  Rome,  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg 
railroad  August  7,  1RS9. 

The  foUowing-named  roads  are  leased  to  the  liome.  Watertown  and  Ogdensburg  RaUroad 
Company: 

Ortwego  and  Rome  railroad,  chartered  April  1.  186-3,  and  opened  January  1,  1866.  The  rental.

Watertown  and  Sackett's  Harbor  raUroad,  chartered  February  5,  1879.  leased  to 
Utica  and  Black  River  Rjillroad  Company,  which  lease  Is  now  aa-signed  to  the  Rome,  Watertown 
and  Ogdensburg  Railroad  Company,  at  a  rental  of  thirty -seven  and  one-half  per  cent  of  gross 
earnings 

The  Rome.  Watertown  and  Opdensburg  raUrood,  and  its  leased  lines,  were  leased  to  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  iiailroad  Company  March  14,  1891,  the  consideration  being  an 
annual  cash  rent^il  of  $15,OUO,  to  be  retluced  ^fcfter  April  1,  1901.  to  $7,000,  a  gu£u*anteed  dividend 
of  five  percent  per  annum  on  the  capital  stock,  and  all  interest,  as  it  matures,  on  outstanding 
mortgage  bonds;  the  lessee  company  also  assumed  all  rentals  due  by  the  lessor  company.

RaUway  Company,  and  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  is  $2,600,000,  of  which  10,000  shares 
($100  each)  full  pud,  have  been  and  are  ready  to  be  issued;  140  shares  have  been  and  are  ready 
to  be  issued,  subject  to  call  for  future  iastallmentB,  and  the  14,860  shares  remain  in  the  treasoxy 
of  the  company.

The  Rondout  and  Oswego  Railroad  Company  was  organized  under  the  General  Railroad  Law 
of  the  State  of  New  York  on  the  :id  day  of  April,  1866.    By  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  said 
State,  passed  May  9, 1872,  the  said  company  was  authorized  to  and  did  change  its  name  to  the 
New  York,  KI  gston  and  Syracuse  Railroad  Company.    On  the  1st  day  of  May.  1875,  the  prop- 
erty and  franchises  of  the  said  two  companies  were  sold  under  mortgage  foreclosure  to  the 
Farmers*  Loan  and  Trust  Company  of  the  city  of  New  York      The  Ulster  and  Delaware  Rail- 
road Company  was  organized  under  said  General  Railr>ad  Law  on  or  about  the  11th  of  June, 
1875,  and  the  property  and  franchises  so  purchased  as  aforesaid  were  subsequently  conveyed  to 
it.

I'he  mortgage  pro 'ides  that  eight  hundred 
and  six  thousand  ($806,000)  dollars  of  the  consolidated  bonds  shall  be  used  to  retire  one  million 
three  hundred  and  forty  two  thousand  six  hmidred  ($1,34^600)  dollars  of  income  bonds,  being 
the  whole  amount  now  outstanding,  together  with  tive  thousand  three  himdred  and  seventy 
<5.970>  full  paid  shares  of  the  mor^^e  capitcd  stock,  being  60  per  cent  in  new  bonds  and  40  per 
cent  ill  stock  to  acquire  the  surrender  of  the  outstanding  Income  bonds.    The  owners  of  these 
bonds,    except  $7;800,  subscribed  to  the  funding  sch^'me,  and  nearly  all  at  this  date  have 
exchaoKed  their  Income  bonds  for  the  new  consolidated  5  per  cent  bonds.    The  mortgage  adso 
proviiles  that  two  hundred  and  forty  thousand  ($;340,000)  dollars  of  these  bonds  be  set  apart  and 
used  to  acquire  the  surrender  and  payment  of  two  hundred  thousand  ($'^00,000)  dollars  of  the 
first  mortgage  7  per  cent  bonds  due  1905.    The  holders  of  these  bonds  have  all  subscribed  to  the 
funding  scheme  and  were  to  make  the  exchange  of  thehr  bonds  on  or  t>efore  January  1, 1890.    The 
mortc^a^TP  also  provides  that  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  ($350,000)  dollars  of  these  bonds 
be  set  apart,  appropriated  and  used  to  pay  the  floating  liability  of  this  company.

aoziual  rent  of  one  dollar.    The  mortgage  also  provides  that  fifty  thousand  ($50,000)  dollars  of 
tii^iiio  bonds  be  appropriated  and  used  to  cause  the  surrender  and  satisfaction  of  a  fifty  thousand 
{$00,000)  dollar  real  estate  mortgage,  bearing  7  per  cent  interest.    At  this  date  these  bonds  have 
not  be^  sold  nor  the  mortgage  satisfied. 

Tbe  mortgage  also  provides  that  the  balance,  not  before  mentioned,  of  the  two  million 
(WtfOOO^OOO  doUars  in  bonds  authorized,  amounting  to  $604,00",  shall  be  set  apart  and  used  for 
vbe  p«irpoee  of  extending  the  railroad  of  the  mortgagor  by  construction,  purcnase  or  otherwise, 
^  tor  new  equipment  or  betterments  of  a  permanent  character. 
Nothing  At  this  date  has  been  done  with  these  bonds;  they  still  remain  In  the  hands  of  the 
eooipAnj  aforesaid.

Tbe  West  Shore  Railroad  Ck>mpaD7  was  organized  in  conf  onni^  with  the  provisions  of  aa  act 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  entitled  '*An  act  to  facilitate  the  reorganization  <x 
railroads  sold  under  mortgage,  and  providing  for  the  formation  of  new  companies  in  such  oaatt, 
passed  May  11, 1874,  being  chapter  480  of  the  Laws  of  1874  and  any  acts  amendatoiy  thereof  or 
supplemental  thereto, 

under  judgement  of  foreclosure  against  the  New  York,  West  Shore  and  Buffalo  Bailwaf 
Company,  the  property  and  franchises  of  said  company  were  sold  at  public  sale  on  the  Mth  day 
of  November,  1886.  and  on  the  6th  day  of  December,  1  w5,  were  duly  conveyed  to  the  pnrcfaaaera, 
J.  Peirpont  Morgan,  Chauncey  M.  Depew  and  Ashbel  Green  joint  tenants. 

On  the  5th  day  of  December,  1886.  said  purchasers  organized  the  West  Shore  Railroad  Oom- 
pany  and  on  the  same  date  conveyed  certciin  portions  of  the  property  and  franchises  so  acquired 
io  the  West  Shore  Railroad  Company. 

Under  date  of  December  5, 1866.  the  railroad  property  of  the  West  Shore  Railroad  Oompaoy 
was  leased  to  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Raih^Mid  Company  for  475  yean  from 
January  1, 1886,  with  a  privilege  of  further  term  of  600  years  at  an  annual  rental  of  thetnu 
amount  of  interest  at  four  per  cent  per  annum  as  it  matures,  upon  outstanding  bonds  aeeared 
by  first  mortgage,  not  ezcoedlng  $50,000,000  of  principal.

Section  of  road  from  Myrtle  avenue  to  Twenty-fifth  street  and  Fifth  avenue  via  Hudson, 
Platbush  and  Fifth  avenues,  opened  July  28  and  August  15, 1889. 

The  Union  Elevated  Company,  of  Brooklyn,  merged  with  this  company  on  October  27, 1800, 
the  entire  capital  stock  of  union  Company  being  surrendered  and  Brooklyn  stock  issued  in 
fxchange  therefor. 

.Certificate  to  that  effect  was  filed  in  office  of  Secretary  of  State  on  November  17, 1890. 
-  Pursuant  to  chapter  IM4,  Laws  of  1891,  this  company  abandoned  that  portion  of  its  route  lying 
and  being  along  Park  avenue  from  easto'ly  side  of  Hudson  avenue  to  Grand  avenue,  thence 
through  and  along  Grand  avenue  to  the  northerly  side  of  Myrtle  avenue,  about  5,400  feet. 

The  approval  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  such  abandonment  was  given  on 
December  SS,  1801,  and  certificate  filed  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State  December  80, 1891.

On  the  4th  day  of  February,  1888,  a  commission,  consisting  of  Thomas  S.  Moore,  George  W. 
Almy,  George  W  Brown,  Thomas  McGrath  and  Eugene  Doherty,  was  appointed  by  Hon.  Alfred 
C.  Chapin,  mayor  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  under  authority  of  chapter  006  of  the  Laws  of  1875, 
and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  to  decermine  upon  the  questions  involved  in  the  petition  of 
<»erta<n  householders  and  taxpayers  of  the  city  of  Brooklyn  for  the  establlBhment  of  a  steam 
elevated  railway  or  railways  within  said  city  of  Brooklyn. 

On  the  Sd  day  of  Jtme,  1888,  the  commissioners  so  appointed  determined  the  necessity  for  and 
fixed  the  routes  for  certain  lines  of  elevated  railways  In  the  said  city  of  Brooklyn,  designated  as 
Routes  Nos.  1  and  2,  an^  duly  organized  the  Fulton  Elevated  Railway  Company  for  the  purpose 
of  building  the  same,  and  to  whom  assent  of  the  common  council  was  granted.  In  the  month  of 
February,  1889,  work  was  commenced  by  the  company  on  Route  No  2,  and  afterwards  prose- 
cuted undergeneral  contracts,  the  main  work  being  b^gun  March  24, 18f^. 

June  1, 1869,  a  lease  was  executed  between  the  Tnlton  Elevated  Railway  Conopany  and  the 
Eings  County  Elevated  Railway  Comi>any,  by  which  the  Kings  County  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany undertook  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  Route  No.  2  of  the  Fulton  Elevated  lutilway 
Company,  as  and  when  completed  and  equipped,  in  readiness  for  use  and  operation,  paying 
therefor  an  annual  rental  of  two  thousand  c82.000^  dollars,  assuring  the  payment  of  interest  at  5 
per  cent  per  annum  upon  the  first  mortgage  bonds  of  said  Fulton  Elevated  Railway  Company 
to  the  extent  of  $550,000  of  bonds  per  mile  of  double  track  railway,  as  and  when  constructed, 
{pnaranteehig  the  payment  as  well  of  the  principal  of  said  hondu  at  the  expiration  of  forty 
years  from  March  1, 1880,  and  convenanting  sundry  other  premises  and  considerations  in  said 
lease  contai'^ed;  lease  to  continue  in  force  for  ninety-nine  years  from  June  1, 1880.

The  Suburban  Rapid  Transit  Company  was  organized  under  chapter  G06  of  the  Laws  of  1875» 
known  as  the  Rapid  Transit  Act,  by  commissioners  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Kev 
York,  on  the  Gth  day  of  March,  18«),  the  certificate  of  such  organisation  having  been  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  New  York  on  the  19th  day  of  October,  18M),  and  a  dupUnte 
thereof  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  New  York  on  the  28th  day  of  October,  IW. 

The  bridge  across  the  Harlem  river  at  One  Hundred  and  Twenty- nlnui  street  and  Second 
avenue,  the  Joint  structure  (a  four-trsck  viaduct)  from  the  north  end  of  the  bridge  to  One 
Hundred  and  Thlity-seoond  street,  and  the  stem  line  from  One  Hundred  and  Thirfy-secood 
street  to  One  Hundred  and  Forty -tnlrd  street  (making  in  all  0.96  miles)  has  been  completed,  and 
the  same  was  opened  to  the  public  on  the  17th  day  of  May,  1886,  and  has  been  running  regularly 
since. 

The  rights,  franchises,  etc.,  of  the  New  York,  Fordham  and  Bronx  Railway  Companies  mn 
acquired  under  leases  dated  farch  17,  1886,  and  subsequently  by  merger  agreements  dsted 
April  9th  and  27th,  1886  (certificates  or  which  were  duly  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  an) 
Register  of  New  York  countv). 

Contracts  were  then  let  for  the  masonry  and  superstructure  for  an  elevated  strucbire  oq 
Third  avenue  under  the  rights  and  franchises  of  said  companies.  Of  the  said  companies  ose 
was  organized  under  chapter  140  of  the  Laws  of  1860,  and  the  other  under  chapter  606  of  the 
Laws  <^  1876.  designated  the  Bronx  and  Fordham  Companies  respectively. 

During  1887  the  road  was  extended  from  One  Hundred  and  Forty-third  street,  between  WiUte 
and  Alexander  avenues,  to  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-first  street  and  Third  avenue,  mating  la  aO 
(One  Hundred  and  Twenty-ninth  street,  south  side  of  river,  to  One  Hundred  and  Sizty^ni 
street  and  Third  avenue),  2.16  miles. 

Subsequently  the  road  was  extended  from  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-first  street  and  Tfalnl 
avenue  to  One  Hundred  and  Seventieth  street  and  Third  avenue  (the  northern  boundary  of  the 
twenty -third  ward).  Still  later,  the  connection  between  Second  and  Third  avenues  in  Oat 
Hundred  and  Twen^-ninth  street  was  completed. 

On  June  4,  1891,  the  Manhattan  Railway  Company  leased  and  began  operating  the  lines « 
this  company.

Calvary  Cemetery, 
Oreenpoint  and  Brooklyn  Ratlroad  Company,  New  William»burgh  aud  Flatbush  Railroad  Com- 
pany, Qreenpoint  and  Lorlmer  Street  Railroad  Company,  aud  G'-and  street  and  Newtown  Riil- 
road  Company,  and  on  the  Slst  day  of  October,  1890.  filed  a  certificate  thereof  in  the  ofSce  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  whereupon,  under  authority  granted  by  chapter  :254,  Laws  of  1867.  and 
chapter  810,  Lawi»  of  1890,  the  aforesaid  properties  were  merged  into  and  became  a  part  of  tbe 
Brooklyn  City  Railroad  Oompanv.

CANANDAIGUA. 

(Date  of  charter,  May  4 ,  1886.) 


The  Canandaigua  Street  Railroad  Company  was  organized  in  April,  1866,  obtained  its  c^rtifictte 
of  incorporation  in  Bfay.  1886,  and  bought  its  franchise  at  apublic  sale  authorized  by  the  bosrd 
of  trustees  of  the  village  of  Canandaigua  on  December  2, 1886,  agreeing  to  pay  therefor  into  the 
village  treasury  per  annum,  one  thirty-second  of  one  per  cent  of  the  gross  receipts  derived  from 
its  operation. 

The  road  was  built  under  contract  by  the  Canandaigua  Construction  Company,  oae-half  tbe 
line  being  completed  and  put  in  operation  September  6, 1887,  and  the  whole  October  1,  IflST. 
During  the  year  ending  Sept^nber  81, 1889,  a  one-half  mile  branch  to  the  fair  ground  was  built. 
The  road  and  its  property  were  sold  in  f orecl(»ure  proceedings  July  9. 1808; Its  operatioD  ait 
horse  railroad  has  oeen  discontinued,  and  it  is  undeistood  that  the  road  is  to  be  reorganized  asd 
extended  and  to  be  operated  bf  electricity.

That  being  accomplished,  the  company  have  nearly  completed 
the  road;  that  te,  they  ha^e  built  a  Httle  more  than  a  mile  of  road,  making  S.86  mflet 
of  the  four  miles  the  charter  calls  for.  In  the  meantime  the  oompany  leased  a  portion  of 
the  road  from  Cortland  to  the  crossInK  of  said  Sjracuse,  Bingham  ton  and  New  York  railroad  to 
D.N.  MUler,  run  in  connection  with  nis  'bus  line  up  to  the  14th  day  of  September,  I8661,  wfaea 
the  said  horse  railroad  oompany  took  full  charge  of  the  road,  and  proceeded  to  llndsh  the 
toad,  bams  and  car  house  and  equip  the  same.

The  Jamaica  and  Brooklyn  Road  Company  is  a  consolidation  of  the  Jamaica,  Woodhaven 
and  Brooklyn  Railway  Company  and  the  Jamaica  and  Brooklyn  Plankroad  Company,  under 
act  ot  April  9, 1870.  chapter  166.  Laws  of  1879,  of  the  State  of  New  York.  The  certificate  of  such 
consolidation  was  filed  In  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  22d  day  of  March,  1880. 

Under  date  of  September  4. 1889,  the  Jamaica  and  Brooklyn  Road  Company  acquired  all  the 
property  formerly  owned  by  the  liong  Island  Electric  Company,  and  also  tne  lease  mider  which 
Oie  Ijong  Island  Electric  Company,  or  parties  on  its  behalf,  had  theretofore  operated  the  line  of 
railway  of  the  Jamaica  and  Brooklyn  Road  Company,  so  that  said  line  of  railway  and  all  rights 
relatinflT  thereto  became  the  property  of  the  Jamaica  and  Brooklyn  Road  Company.  i 

Prior  to  October  81, 1889,  the  capital  stock  had  consisted  of  two  classes,  viz.:  5,000  shares 
common  stock  at  twenty  dollars  per  share;  4,874  shares  preferred  stock  at  twenty  dollars 
per  share. 

Tbe  preferred  had  represented  specially  the  earnings  of  the  plankroad,  and  the  common  had 
represented  specially  the  revenues  from  the  railway.  -  -• 

under  date  of  October  81, 1889,  and  in  pursuance  of  action  taken  that  day  by  the  board  of 
<3Jrectors  and  approved  by  every  stockholder  of  the  company  and  in  accordance  with  the 
statutes  made  and  provided,  the  board  declared  by  a  vote  of  more  than  two-thirds  of  their 
number,  that  it  wa«  for  the  Interest  of  the  corporation  to  exchange  such  preferred  stock  for 
common  stock,  and  ordered  that  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  preferred  stocUioIders 
all  certificates  should  thereafter  be  consolidated  into  one  class  of  stocK,  which  should  be  the 
only  stock  of  the  corporation,  and  this  has  been  carried  out.

This  company  was  organized  as  a  street  surface  railroad,  to  be  operated  from  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  city  of  Syracuse  to  the  center  of  the  village  of  East  Syracuse,  about  four  mOes 
In  lengUi.  On  December  22, 1800.  a  franchise  was  given  it  by  the  city  of  Syracuse  to  extend  its 
tracks  from  its  then  western  terminus  westerly  through  various  streets  to  Warren  8(Te(>t,  in  the 
center  of  the  city  of  Syracuse,  a  distance  of  about  two  miles  In  December.  1890,  the  town 
authorities  of  the  town  of  DeV^itt  gave  the  comiMUiy  the  right  to  extend  its  tracks  from  a  point 
near  Messhia  Sprmgs,  In  the  town  of  DeWitt,  westerly  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  Syracuse,  a 
distance  of  about  one  and  one-half  miles.  On  March  16, 1801,  the  city  of  Syracuse  gave  said  com- 
pany a  franchise  to  extend  its  tracks  through  East  James  street  about  one  and  one-half  miles, 
oonnecting  the  east  extension  with  the  prior  one,  making  continuous  lines  total  length  about 
nine  miles.  Franchises  have  been  granted  the  road  to  operate  by  electricity,  and  it  is  the  inten- 
tion to  so  operate  it.  About  four  ndles  of  track  are  now  laid,  and  the  work  is  still  in  progress. 
Tbe  road  is  inoorporated  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State  applicable  to  street  surface  railroads .

This  company.  In  the  form  of  a  partnership,  obtained  from  the  city  of  New  York  a  grant  to 
build  a  road  from  Park  Row  to  the  Ha''lem  rirer,  and  under  said  grant  they  constructed  the 
road  from  Park  Row  through  Chatham  street.  Bowery  and  Third  avenue  to  Sixty-first  street,  and 
equipped  and  operated  the  same,  as  well  as  a  line  of  omnibuses.  In  October,  1858,  the  present 
company  was  ch  tftered,  with  a  capital  of  $1,170,000,  and  continued  construction,  extencung  the 
road  to  the  Harlem  river,  and  in  1670  they  l«*ased  the  road  through  One  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
fifth  street,  from  the  East  river  to  the  Hudson  river,  with  necessary  stables  and  other  buildings, 
and  later,  in  1880.  acquired  full  control  of  the  same  by  purchase.  In  1888,  they  commenced  to 
build  a  road,  on  Tenth  avenue  from  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  to  One  Hundred  and  Eighty- 
sixth  street,  to  be  operated  by  cable,  which  was  completed  in  1886,  and  Is  now  in  operation.  The 
oompaay  is  now  cabling  the  main  line  on  Third  avenue,  and  expects  to  have  same  completed 
before  the  end  of  1882. 

The  cable  road  on  Third  avenue  has  been  very  much  delayed,  caused  by  unforeseen  obstnio- 
tlons,  but  the  company  Is  in  hopes  of  running  it  before  the  end  of  18118.

The  Utica  Belt  Line  Street  Railroad  Company  was  organized  under  chapter  8S2  of  the  Lajrt 
of  1884,  and  its  oertlflcate  of  incorporation  was  duly  filed  February  15, 1885.  On  June  18,  188B, ' 
the  oonunon  council  of  the  dty  of  Utica,  upon  proper  application,  and  after  due  notice  as  pro- 
Tided  by  law,  granted  the  Utica  Belt  Line  Street  Rallroaa  Oompanv  a  franchise  in  due  form  to 
construct,  mamtain,  use  and  operate  a  street  surface  railway,  to  oe  operated  br  horse  power 
along,  through  and  upon  the  surface  of  certain  streets,  ayenues  and  squares  therein  named. 
In  S^tember,  1686,  work  was  commenced  on  the  West  Utica  belt,  and  the  line  was  oompletad 
and  opened  for  transportation  of  passengers  ou  April  19, 1687.  The  New  York  Bfllls  ^^i^«inn 
was  opened  for  transportation  of  passengers  June  21, 1887.  The  Blandina  street  extension  was 
opened  and  put  in  operation  as  far  easterly  as  Albany  street  in  Au^st,  1887.  The  Eagle  street 
Ime  and  the  balance  of  proposed  road  has  since  been  BubstantiaUy  constructed.  On  Decem- 
ber, 1886,  the  Utica  Belt  Une  Street  Railroad  Company  leased  and  took  possession  there- 
under of  the  street  surface  railroad  lines  owned  and  operated  by  the  Utica,  Clinton  and  Biiig> 
hamton  Railroad  Companv  in  the  ci^  of  Utica  and  villages  of  New  Hartford,  Torkville  and 
Whltesboro.  The  lease  is  for  ninety-nine  years,  is  duly  recorded  as  required  by  law,  and  made 
under  and  by  virtue  of  chapter  806  of  the  Laws  of  1^.  On  December  1, 1886,  when  the  1cm so 
referred  to  went  into  operation,  the  Belt  Line  company  also  opened  and  put  in  operation  the 
South  street  line  to  Third  street,  and  in  May,  1887,  the  South  street  line  was  extended  easterly  to 
Albany  street. 

January  80, 1892,  proceedings  were  begun  fc  the  voluntary  dissolution  of  the  Utica  Belt  Line 
Street  Railroad  Company,  on  the  ground  of  insolvency.  In  the  Supreme  Court.  Charles  E  Benton 
was  appointed  receiver,  and  duly  qualified  and  took  possession  of  its  property  February  1, 1868. 
Said  receivership  was,  on  February  20, 1692,  extended  to  an  action  in  the  Supreme  Court  entitled 
Frederick  L.  Lovelace  and  another  v.  The  Utica  Belt  Line  Street  Railroad  Company. 

An  action  has  also  been  commenced  by  the  first  mortgage  bondholders  to  foreclose  tht^r 
morU^e,   and  Charles  E.  Benton  was  appointed  receiver  in  the  foreclosure  acUoo  July 

C.  E.  Benton,  as  receiver,  has  operated  said  railroad  since  February  1, 1802,  and  does  notknoiw 
personally  concerning  its  operation  prior  to  that  time,  and  whatever  facts  are  stated  herein  are 
stated  from  information  mostly  derived  from  former  reports  of  the  company  and  from  the  books 
kept  by  it,  of  the  accuracy  of  which  the  receiver  has  no  knowledge.

The  Utica  and  Mohawk  Street  Railroad  Company  was  organized  and  incorporated  under  a 
spcKdal  act  of  the  legislature,  passed  April  17,  1869  (see  Session  Laws,  chapter  894),  and  the 
articles  of  association  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  June  80, 1869,  which  act  waa 
amended  May  9, 1872. 

The  Utica  and  Mohawk  Railroad  Company,  its  successor,  was  organized  and  Incorporated 
under  the  proyisions  of  the  General  Railroad  Law  of  1850,  and  its  anlcles  of  association  were 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  January  8, 1874. 

See  also  chapter  104,  Laws  of  1886,  State  of  New  York, '  An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  Utica  and 
Mohawlc  Railroad  Company."  As  appears  by  reports  made  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners m  1838, 1884  and  1885,  this  road  was  not  operated  for  oyer  three  years. 

The  present  stockholders  purchased  all  the  property,  stock  and  effects  of  the  comi>any.  and 
on  May  20, 1886,  took  possession  of  the  road. 

^xe  portion  of  the  road  (about  8,000  feet)  in  dispute  between  the  property  holders  on  the 
BO'eet  and  the  ralhroad  was  relaid  in  the  center  of  the  street  with  new  steelcenter-bearing  rails; 
the  entire  road  was  repaired  and  put  in  good  condition  and  all  litigation  and  disputes  amicably 
settled. 

The  road  was  opened  for  traffic  July  4, 1886,  and  has  since  been  constantly  operated. 
The  purchase  of  the  road  was  made  subject  to  a  bonded  debt  of  $15,000.

This  company  was  incorporated  as  the  Watervtlet  Turnpike  Company  by  chapter  141  of  the 
Laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  of  1828,  and  th(*reafter  the  necessary  real  estate  was  purchased 
and  a  turnpik**  road  constructed  from  the  northero  boundary  line  of  the  city  of  Albany  to  the 
upper  ferry  opposite  the  city  of  Troy,  and  was  opened  for  traffic. 

By  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  passed  April  16.  1862  (chapter  283  of 
the  Laws  of  lfliBB8),  "The  Watervliet  Turnpike  Company,  in  addition  to  their  present  powers, 
fraouhiBes  and  privilf'ges,''  were  authorized  to  construct  and  maintain  a  railroad  oo  their 
present  road  and  to  extend  the  same  into  and  through  the  ▼illage  of  West  Troy  and  Coho^s 
and  the  town  of  Watenrllel  and  city  of  Albany,  etc.,  and  their  corporate  name  was  changed  to 
"  Watervliet  Turnpike  and  Railroad  Company.''  The  railroad  was  built  by  contract  and 
opened  for  traiHc  on  July  4, 1863. 

In  May,  1889,  a  contract  was  made  to  rebuild  the  railroad,  to  obtain  new  cars  and  to  equip 
the  propter  y  with  the  Thompson- Houston  electrical  system.  A  portion  of  the  road  was  sufii- 
ciently  finished  to  be  operated  with  electricity  and  opened  to  the  public  for  traffic  on  the 
twentieth  of  Setitember 

Tne  equipment  or  the  rf>ad  for  operation  by  electric  motors  was  completed  in  November, 
1889,  but  the  company  was  prevented  from  operating  iU  road  by  electricity  through  the  city 
of  Albany  on  account  of  the  temporary  injunction  obtained  against  it  by  the  Hudson  River 
Telephone  Company.

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Diiriog  the  year  the  injunction  preventing  the  company  from  operating  its  road  by  electricity 
through  the  city  of  Albany  was  vacated,  axid  the  whole  line  is  now  operated  bv  the  overtiead 
single  trolley  Thompson-Houston  system,  except  the  lumber  district  branch,  where  horses  are 
still  used. 

The  road  has  passed  by  lease  under  the  control  of  the  Albany  Railway.  This  lease  is  for  a 
term  of  999  years  and  is  dated  February  5^  1898,  and  was  duly  filed  and  recorded  in  the  ofHoe  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  March  19, 1888.
